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for density review

Upiand City Council has called for 
a review of density in west Upland 
north of the proposed Foothill 
Freeway route. 

Councilwoman Ina Petokas re- 
quested the review Monday night 
after Councilman Bill Bottin ob- 
jected to 10,000 - square - foot 
residential lots for a 20 - acre parcel 
east of Mountain Avenue between 
21st and 22nd streets. 

Rather than lowering density 
piecemeal in northwest Upland, 
Councilwoman Petokas said the 
area should receive an ‘‘intent 
study”’ before the council takes ac- 
tion. 

The council ‘‘should work at the 
General Plan first and then attach

the zoning,” she said and noted that 
topographical studies may show the 
land is so steep that grading will 
require lower densities. : 

The review by the staff would 
allow the council to ‘‘start 
somewhere”’ in dealing with citizen 
requests for lower density zoning, 
she said. 

The council eventually referred 
the parcel under consideration back 
to the Planning Commission to con- 
sider the zone change without two 
corner lots presently housing a 
grove pest control company and a 
residence with agricultural usages. 

Councilmembers approved exclu- 
sion of the two existing uses from 
the zone change which has been re- 
quested into order to develop the 
remainder of \the property as 
residential subdivisions. 

Only Bottin favored density lower 
than 10,000 - square- foot lots for the 
residential section of the parcel. 
The majority of the council sup- 
ported the original request for 10,000 
= square - foot lots which would be 
compatible with adjacent parcels 
alreay. zoned for the residential 
designation. 

Councilman Hal Bailin predicted 
problems with eventual residential 
development. Neighboring 
agricultural and residential uses 
always cause complaints from 
homeowners about nearness of 
animals or shops, he said and added 
that the nuisance of exploring 
children will affect the businesses. 

In other cation at Monday night’s 
council meeting, a legal technicality 
provided the opportunity for Bottin 
and Gibson to force the council to 
reduce density for a 32-acre parcel. 

The Planning Commission twice 


has supported the owner’s request 
for a general plan amendment and 
zoning to provide 10,000 - square - 
foot residential lots on the 32 acres 
east of Campus Avenue between 
14th and 15th streets. 


But Bottin has called the parcel 
“choice’’ land because the adjacent 
city dump will be filled and con- 
verted into a city park within a few 
years. 


Decreasing the parcel’s density 
could upgrade the surrounding 
developments, Bottin said counter- 
ing comments 15,000 - square - foot 
lots would not be compatible with 
existing developments to the east 
and south. 


The council split on the density 
issue with Council members 
Petokas and John McCarthy supper- 
ting the Planning Commission - 
recommended 10,000 - square - foot 
lots and Bottin and Gibson suppor- 
ting 15,000 - square - foot lots. 


Bailin abstained from voting since 
his law firm represents The San An- 
tonio Land Co., owner of the parcel 
in question. 


With the resulting 2-2 vote, the 
general plan amendment for 10,000 - 
square - foot lots was defeated leav- 
ing the parcel with a industrial 
designation incompatible with the 
residential neighborhood. 

The council approved a lower den- 
sity after Charley Thomas, San An- 
tonio Land Co. representative, in- 
dicated the owner would prefer to 
have a 15,000 - square - foot residen- 
tial designation rather than for the 
land to remain designated for in- 
dustrial uses.

Multilingual services aid learning

Probably the most common 
language of California’s 13 million 
drivers is an impatient ‘‘beep, 
beep.’ But off the road it could be 
any of 20 — from Spanish to 
Hindustani. 5 

An employe who speaks 13 
languages is considered a strong 
asset for the California Department 
of Motor Vehicles, which is 
stressing multilingual services in its 
147 DMV field offices. 

Richard Ascar, who was born in 
Egypt and spent much of his life in 
Italy, is a license examiner at the 
Upland office where he gives oral

examinations and driving tests in 13 
languages ranging from German to 
Tunisian. 

The Upland office serves the West 
End. 

A United States resident for four 
years, Ascar joined the DMV two 
years ago and became a license 
examiner last April. 

He is occasionally called upon to 
give’ oral examinations in Italian, 
French,-French Canadian and 
Arabic. If necessary he’s also 
prepared to administer exams in 
Greek, Lebanese, Syrian, Iranian, 
Moraccan, Saudi Arabian and 
Egyptian. 

As far as the DMV is concerned it 
is their responsibility to educate all 
drivers on the rules of the road, 
whether or not they speak English. 
In order to accomplish this task they 
have made driving handbooks 
available in Korean, Spanish, 
Vietnamese and just recently, 
Chinese. 

In addition to the handbooks, field 
offices are required to hire bilingual 
or multilingual employes like Ascar 
to ensure provision of information 
and services to non-English- 
speaking persons.

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According to Upland DMV 
Assistant Manager Marjorie 
Grundy, local offices deal most 
frequently with Spanish-speaking 
clientele. Four Spanish speaking 
employes have been hired to serve 
this segment of the community in 
Upland. 

In areas such as San Francisco 
where Chinese is typically spoken, 
she said field offices are required to 
hire people conversant in other 
languages. 

The DMV has been the first state 
agency to implement the Dymally- 
Alatorre Multilingual Services Act, 
which called for employment of 
bilingual staffs in all state offices. 

The primary reason for such 
speedy adherence to the law is 
safety. 

“Tf we license non-English- 
speaking persons without giving 
them benefit of the same services 
and instructional materials we offer 
in English, we’re risking the lives of 
all Californians,’’ said Herman 
Sillas, who heads the state agency. 

‘Non-English - speaking drivers 
who are inadequately trained or 
tested don’t seek out only other non - 
English - speaking drivers to have 
accidents with,” he added. 

In order to identify the language 

needs of each California field office, 
the DMV ran a month-long survey 
last year detailing the number of 
people who requested services in 
languages other than English. 
; It was discovered that half of 
‘DMV’s Russian-speaking clientele 
lused its Hollywood office and half of 
‘its Armenian speaking clientele 
used its Montebello office, while 41 
per cent of the Hindustani clients 
visited the Yuba City office. 

Once the concentrations of non - 
English - speaking clients were 
discovered, the order was sent out 
to employ people who could serve 
‘the’ community’s needs. 


‘Tf we get an average of one 
customer a day who speaks Tagalog, 
then we would have to employ 
someone conversant in that 
language when the next. opening 
comes up.”’ said Mrs. Grundy. 


Another survey is currently under 
way throughout the state, she added. 

The one drawback to the surveys 
is that they do not include an 
unmeasurable group of people who 
don’t speak English but avoid state 
offices since their communication 
needs dre not met, said Tim 
Mitchell, a research analyst who 
structured the first survey. ‘‘This 
may mean people driving without 
licenses.” 


‘Traditionally, all levels of 
government in the United States 
have resisted serving the non - 
English - speaking — almost 
adopting an attitude that it’s 
unpatriotic to speak a language 
other than English,’’ Sillas 
observed.

So in the interest of safety, the 
DMV is attempting to change the 
situation. : 

While it has identified 875 
employes in its 8,000-member work 
force who are conversant in a total 
of 35 languages and dialects, the 
problem is ‘‘matching their skills to 
the geographic areas of greatest 
need,’’ he said. 


Some offices, such as Los Angeles 
and Montebello, have a dozen or 
more staff members who can 
transact business in a single 
language, such as Spanish, common 
to the area. San Francisco has six 
employes fluent in Chinese. 

The handbooks offered in several 
languages have crossed the 
language gap in some offices. 

For example, the Chinese version 
follows the same format as the 
English publication, showing the 
various street and highway signs in 
English, with explanations in 
Chinese characters, and provides a 
Cinese-English glossary of 
terminology. 

Special programs such as an 
intensive driver training program 
for Vietnamese at Camp Pendleton 


which Upland employes 
participated in, have also been 
helpful. 


In the event that no one at the field 
office is able to communicate with a 
client they ask him to bring an 
interpreter, Mrs, Grundy said. But 
that doesn’t occur often, she added. 

For many people who do not read 
English and are unable to obtain a 
driver’s handbook in a language 
they speak, getting a driver's 
license is still difficult. 

Once they learn the rules, it’s not 
difficult to find an examiner, like 
Ascar, who can examine them in 
their native tongue. 

But, unless they can find someone 
to instruct them in driving rules and 
regulations in their own language 
they have to learn English. 

For Portuguese, Filipinos and 
Japanese this problem should soon 
with the 
publication of handbooks in those 
languages.

Supervisor Mikesell 
resigns from board 


County Supervisor Daniel 
D. Mikesell has resigned his 
post on the board ending a 
22-year political career. 

The resignation, effective 
at midnight, was submitted 
to theclerk of the board of 
supervisors one minute 
before 5 p.m. Sept. 28. 

Mikesell said in his letter 
of resignation his health 
would not permit him to 
continue in office, and that 
he made the decision to step 
down on advice of his 
physicians. 

“Tt would be an injustice 
to my family and myself for 
me to continue,” he said in 
the letter. 

Mikesell had been 
beseiged during the past 
few weeks by a political 
crisis, becoming the object 
of a recall attempt set off 
by the action of supervisors 
to grant themselves a 40 per 
cent pay increase. 


Mikesell was one of four 
board members who voted 
for the pay increaes, but he 
later led a move to rescind 
the action and to appoint a 
citizens committee to study 
the supervisors’ salaries. 


Despite his reversal on 
the salary issue, the recall 
effort proceeded, and as of 
two weeks ago circulators 


of the recall petition had 
collected more than 7,500 
signatures in the attempt to 
force the election. 

Less than 6,000 valid 
signatures were required to 
place the recall quetion on 
the ballot. Petitioners had 
not yet submitted their 
signatures to the county 
registrar of voters when 
Mikesell quit. 

Besides Mikesell’s part in 
the pay raise action, 
petitioners cited 
absenteeism and an 
“insensitivity’’ to the 
financial plight of his 
constituents as reasons for 
the recall. 

Mikesell’s health has not 
been good for more than a 
year. He underwent major 
surgery last winter, and 
although the operation was 
successful his nagging 
problem of hypertension 
continued to bother him. 

For the past several 
months there has been 
speculation concerning the 
possibility he would not 
serve out his current term, 
which was to end in 1978. 

Close friends have openly 
wondered during the past 
several days if the recall 
activity and the rigors of his 
campaigning in such a 
contest would be too much

general health did not

During recent days 
Mikesell has sought counsel 
from friends who might 
help him make his decision 
whether to fight it out at the 
polls in a recall election 
that seemed to be 
inevitable. 

One source close to 
Mikesell’s office said many 
of those loyal to him 
believed he could win a 
recall test, but were 
worried about the effect the 
ordeal would have on him. 

Other supporters felt he 
was in real political trouble, 
and vulnerable to being 
recalled. 

Mikesell, of 811 W. 
Granada Ct., Ontario, was 
first elected to the board in 
1954. He has -served 
continually since then with 
the exception of one term 
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off the board during which 
he made an unsuccessful 
run for the state Assembly, 


but won election to the 
Ontario City Council and 
served as mayor for more 
than two years. 


The board of supervisors 
has 30 days after Mikesell’s 
resignation date in which to 
make an appointment to fill 
the Mikesell vacancy.

Freedom of worship has 
been denied the Christian 
society of Jehovah’s 
Witnesses and their 604 
congregations throughout 
Argentina, according to Kar 
Ban Leung, presiding 
overseer of the Cucamonga 
congregation. 

Decree No. 1867 was 
signed by Jorge Rafael 
Videla, president of 
Argentina, Leung said. 

The branch publishing 
and distributing Bibles and 
Bible literature has been 
forbidden, he said.

Many species of native trees are 
quite adaptable and lend their 
beauty to the landscape in only a few 
years. The coast redwood, Sequoia 
sempervirens, and Monterey pine, 
Pinus radiata, are two good 

. examples of native plant material 
popular for that reason. Be sure to 
ask your local nurseryman which 
natives are best suited to your soil 
type, watering practices and 
climate. During the first two years 
after planting, normal watering and 
fertilizing practices are 
recommended.

Most children 
suffer pain 
due to divorces 


The children of divorced parents suffer far more pain 
and grief than most of their parents realize, and the ways 
they handle their worries and fears vary greatly accor- 
ding to age, a five-year study has revealed. 

The “Children of Divorced Project,’ conducted by a 
California research team and reported in the current 

September ) issue of Redbook magazine, 
is the first detailed analysis ever done of the minds and 
emotions of a large group of children whose parents are 
divorced. 

The study, conducted among 131 children, 110 under the 
age of 13, showed that most children were given very lit- 
tle preparation for their parents’ separation and that 80 
per cent of the pre-schoolers were given no explanation 
2¢ all, according to Dr. Joan Kelly, clinical child psy- 
¢hologist with the Community Health Center in Marin 
County, California, where the study was conducted. 

Judith Wallerstein. who holds a master’s degree in 
social work and teaches at the School of Social Welfare 
at the University of California at Berkeley, was co- 
researcher on the project. 

Not one of the children studied under the age of 13 
wanted the divorce to happen — not even those who had 
witnessed acts of terrible violence, the researchers said. 
‘They were sad beyond measure; their worlds were fill- 
ed with images of death and loss. The youngest anguish- 
ed as much as the oldest, the difference being in how 
they expressed the pain and how they dealt with it.” 

Two and three-year-olds, for example, developed acute 
separation anxieties, regressed in toilet-training and 
threw temper tantrums, and the researchers were 
“‘shocked’’ to discover that few of the parents connected 
the troubling new behaviors with the divorce. Four-year- 
olds, they found, seemed to deny what had happened, and 
five-year-olds talked about feeling sad, had trouble sleep- 
ing, became aggressive or started to eat compulsively. 

The seven and eight-year-old children seemed to have 
few ways to deal with their sorrow, and more than half 
changed their behavior at school. This group seemed 
more careful than any other to avoid showing anger 
toward either parent. 

Nine and ten-year-olds, on the other hand, were able to 
show direct anger, usually at the parent they thought was 
responsible for the divorce. They also were the youngest 
children to feel shame — often a reflection of the shame 
the parents felt over the failure of the marriage. 

The researchers reported the children who fared best 
of all were those who were free not only to love both their 
parents but also to develop affectionate relationships 
with step-parents who began to appear on the scene. 

They urged divorcing parents to try to forget their own 
misery and make every effort to help their children 

eather the ordeal, ~xplaining that even children whose 

ents fought violently almost nightly were ‘genuinely 
ked’’ when divorce came about. ‘‘Not having known 

y other kind of home life, they accepted it (the 
¥ olence) as normal.”’ 


Listen and help

* As with anyone who suffers a radical loss, the dying 
person goes through a series of psychological states, 
Kubler-Ross observes: denial, anger, bargaining, 
depression, and finally acceptance. When the period of 
acceptance arrives, the patient lives each day to the 
fullest and desperately wants contact with his loved 
ones. 

Unfortunately, the family is not always ready to res- 
pend. 

‘‘Many husbands move out of the bedroom when they 
learn their wives are terminally ill. It’s as though they’re 

afraid they could catch cancer ... doctors and nurses can 
tt with the dying, but they are poor substitutes for 

usbands or wives,” she points out. 
‘* Don’t play games with the dying patient, Kubler-Ross 

dvises: ‘‘Terminally ill patients, and this includes 

ildren as young as four years, know they’re not getting 
well ... dishonesty and evasion only add to the guilt and 
grief and the unfinished business which must be com- 
pleted before a person can die with dignity.” 

Death is never easy to face — for the individual or 
those who love him.

When a doctor treats 
someone with a severe 
burn, he or she tries to com- 
bat the shock and then to 
curb infection. The body 
reacts to severe injuries 
such as burns by drawing 
salt solution out of the cir- 
culating blood. In addition, 
blood in the burned area or 
adjacent to it may be 
destroyed. This depletion 
may produce a state of 
shock. To offset it, salt solu- 
tion and sometimes blood 
are replaced in the circula- 
tion. As soon as the patient 
has recovered from initial 
nausea, which may last 24 
hours or more, fluids are 
given by mouth. 

To combat infection, the 
doctor may apply an an- 
tibiotic ointment over the 
burned area to help control 


the surface infection. In 
spite of his preventive ef- 
fort, infections are a 
serious problem in treating 
severe burns and the use of 
systemic antibiotics is es- 
sential when an infection 
has developed and invaded 
the blood stream. 

There are home remedies 
for minor burns 

For a first degree burn, 
immediately place the 
burned area into ice water 
or cover with ice cubes until 
the pain stops. 

Simple, small second 
degree burnsin which 
blisters have formed can be 
treated by gently washing 
the area -with soap and 
water and then applying a 
plain, dry, sterile dressing 
which should be left un- 
disturbed for three to five 
days. Never open the bliters 
— not even with a so-called 
“‘sterilized’’ needle. 

If the burn is extensive, 
call a doctor at once and get

Most parasites are blood 
suckers, and a large popula- 
tion can extract enough 
blood to cause anemia and 
stunted growth. Occasional- 
ly colic or lameness occur 
as the parasites block blood 
vessels. 

There are different kinds 
of parasites. 

Strongyles, also called 
bloodworms or redworms, 
are probably the most 
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dangerous. Their habit of 
extensive migration 
through the body 
simultaneously damages in- 
dividual organs like the 
liver and small blood 
vessels. 

A second type of parasite, 
known as ascarids or 
roundworms, are generally 
found in young horses — 
those up to four or five

Some worms cause more 
discomfort than actual 
physical damage.

Few horses excape worm 
infestation, and regular ad- 
ministration of anthelmin- 
tics (anti-worm agents) is 
required to keep them 
healthy. Since anti-worm 
agents can be toxic if im- 
properly administered, it is 
wise to ask your 
veterinarian -for worming 
advice. Your veterinarian 
will determine which 
parasite is infecting your 
horse and prescribe the 
proper medication. 

In addition to proper 
medication, other preven- 
tive measures should be 
‘taken. 

If at all possible, owners 
should use a pasture rota- 
tion system, in which 
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horses are moved regularly 
frorn one grazing area to 
another. It is beneficial to 
graze horses in a pasture 
formerly used by cattle or 
sheep, since equine 
parasites cannot reproduce 
or survive in the digestive 
systems of other animals. 
After several months, the 
number of eggs and larvae 
in the pasture should be 
reduced, and horses can 
graze there again. 

If the horse is kept in a 
stall or small paddock, 
manure should be removed 
promptly. Some horse 
owners recommend storing 
manure in an insulated pit 
for a minimum of two 
weeks so that heat is 
generated to kill both 
parasite eggs and larvae. 
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Even then manure should 
not be spread on pastures 
which might be used by 
horses in the next few 
months. 


Providing food in a feed- 
box or manger also reduces 
the number of larvae that 
the horse will pick up from 
the ground. Other preven- 
tive steps include complete- 
ly cleaning the stall once a 
week, using new bedding, 
and replacing clay or dirt 
stall floors annually. 


Controlling parasites: in 
horses is obviously a year- 
round task. Lack of atten- 
tion to this problem will 
result in a sickly animal 
which will perform poorly: 
in the show ring and on the 
trail.

As a guide for cut- 
ting food costs without 
eliminating essential 
nutrients, nutritionists 
suggest using USDA’s Four 
Food Groups system. 


Foods in the Four Food 
Groups — milk, meat, 
vegetables and fruits, 
breads and cereals — are 
categorized according to 
common nutrients supplies 
by foods within each group. 
In the meat group, eggs, 
hamburger and tuna fish all 
contain similar high quan- 
tities of protein, niacin, iron 
and thiamin. And vegetable- 
fruit group foods such as 
broccoli and watermelon 
are classified together 
because vegetables and 
fruits are principal sources 
of vitamins A and C. 


Eating a variety of Four 
Food Group foods in the 
recommended amounts 
each day provides the foun- 
dation for balanced nutri- 
tion. Adults should have at 
least two servings from the 
milk group, two from the 
meat group, four from the 
vegetable-fruit group and 
four from the bread-cereal 
group. Children need at 
least three milk group ser- 
vings per day; teenagers, 
four. 


Food shoppers should 
compare the cost per ser- 
ving of foods in the same 
food group, such as milk 
and yogurt or ground beef 
and beef roasts.

Fatty food linked to breast cancer 


Breast cancer, the 
biggest killer of all cancers 
in women, occurs most 
often in countries where a 
lot of fat is eaten. 

Health detectives now 
wonder if cutting far down 
and keeping cholesterol low 
might help to prevent 
breast cancer. 

Dr. Ernst L. Wynder, 
epidemiologist who linked 
heavy cigarette smoking to 
lung cancer, has a hunch 
such a course would help 
cut the breast cancer toll.

But bits of scientific fact

i Losing ... your lover, you 
sob, your youth ... is part of 


“fiving. But that doesn’t 


take it any easier to take. 
How can you cope with the 
hurt? 

‘Accept your loss and do 
your crying now,’ advises 
psychologist Melba 
Colgrove. ‘‘The stiff upper 
lip is out. Don’t postpone 
your grieving or you'll 
never get over it. Face it, 
knowing that you will 
survive. You think you 
won’t. But really, you will.” 
Dr. Colgrove finds that 
while everyone reacts 
differently to loss, there are 
some patterns. First, in the 
case of sudden loss, there’s 
shock and denial. You may 
feel injured and seek to 
deny the reality of what 
happened. The next phase is 
anger and depression. 
You'll have trouble thinking 
clearly, concentrating on 
work or even remembering 
what you had for breakfast. 


Finally, there is 
understanding and 
acceptance. 


‘Then you're on your way 
to recovery ” Dr. Colgrove 
says ‘“‘and, perhaps, growth. 
Having weathered the 
crisis, you may discover a 
happier, stronger, more 
independent you.’’ Loss can 
have another positive 
aspect, she notes. ‘‘It 
makes room for new gains 
and potentials.’’ For 
example, losing your old job 
offers an opportunity to find 
a better one. 

Can people prepare for 
loss? ‘‘Yes,’’ says Dr. 
Colgrove, ‘‘this can and 
should be done.’’ Knowing 
about a loved one’s serious 
illness or the family 
Dreadwinner’s job 
difficulties, you can make 
arrangements to ease the 
anticipated blow. ‘‘One 
‘couple I know ‘rehearses’ 
for widowhood. They spend 
‘time on their own to get 
‘used to being alone. Their 
wills are in order, and 
they’ve made known to 
whom they would leave 
fheir family china and 
favorite belongings.”’ 

Dr. Colgrove, now in her 
forties, lost her father when 


Right to 


she was four. Age and 
experience make one better 
able to deal with loss, she 
points out. ‘I’ve learned 
that I survived before and 
will survive again.” Still, 
the death of a loved one, 
separation or divorce, the 
loss of such intangibles as 
health or youth, or even of 
cherished things, can be 
difficult at any age. 

“T once lost a fountain 
pen I’d had throughout 
college and graduate 
school,’’ Dr. Colgrove 
recalls. ‘‘There were other 
pens, but I wanted that one. 
Since then I’ve learned 
there are substitutions for 
most things. Of course it’s 
not so easy to replace a 
father or a husband.” 

Grieving — with the 
support of friends and using 
consoling devices such as a 
diary, a tape recorder, a pet 
(“Look into your puppy’s 
brown eyes and tell him 
he’s the only one who 
understands how you 
feel!’’), or even a pillow 
(‘to hit or to hug’) — 
soothes the emotional hurt 
and speeds the healing 
process. ‘‘You must 
experience the pain. Don’t 
try to run from it or delay 
it. See it through.” 


At the same time, she 
says, don’t become a 
martyr filled with self-pity. 
“It’s OK to accept comfort 
from friends, family and co- 
workers. In fact, don’t be 
afraid to ask for help. It’s 
fine to be gentle and good to 
yourself, but don’t dwell on 
the pain forever. Find new 
interests and bring new 
people into your life. 
Orthodox Jews who’ve lost 
their spouses are limited in 
their time of mouring. Then 
they are encouraged to 
remarry. That’s a pretty 
good idea.”

Part of the government- 
supported program on 
nutrition and cancer will 
see if nutrition can be used 
also as a direct means of 
cancer therapy — starve 
the tumor and feed the host. 

“The role of nutrition in 
human disease is obvious, 
and no other field of 
research seems to hold 
better promise for the 
prevention and control of 
cancer and other illness, 
and for securing and 
maintaining human 
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health,’’ Groi told the-Select 
Committee headed by Sen. 
George McGovern, D.-S.D. 

The government 
currently has marked $5 
million for new research 
projects in nutrition and 


cancer — covering both 
causative and therapeutic 
aspects. 


Gori said 33 contracts will 
be awarded by September. 

“The largest portion of 
the funds is devoted to 
clinical trials in recognition 
of the fast payoffs 
expected,’’ he said. 

Breast cancer incidence 
is low in Japan and high in 
America. That difference, 
according to Wynder. 
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caused a closer look at diet. 

The Japanese women con- 
sume less fat and have a 
relatively low intake of 
cholesterol. 

‘“*‘Large scale 
epidemiologic studies, 
comparing Japanese and 
American women, have not 
revealed any major 
epidemiologic variables, 
other than diet, which could 
account fot the significant 
differences in the incidence 
of breast cancer in these 
two countries — 
particularly among post- 
menopausal women,’’ 
Wynder said. 

So how does a high fat, 
high cholesterol diet 
somehow trigger breast 
cancer? 

Wynder made these 
points in presenting the 
case to the Select 
Committee:

QUESTION: Can you explain Porte Cochere to me?

ANSWER: Porte Cochere (car port) is a roofed 
structure extending from the entrance of a building over 
an adjacent driveway and sheltering those getting in or 
out of vehicles. However, the Upland Municipal Code 
stipulates that a Porte Cochere shall be considered only 
as a canopy for the protection and convenience of loading 
and reloading passengers or materials from or into a 
motor vehicle and shall not be considered as a place for 
vehicle storage. ;

ORDINANCE NO. 1102 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
UPLAND AMENDING THE 
UPLAND MUNICIPAL CODE 
AUTHORIZING AND DIRECT- 
ING THAT CERTAIN SPECIFIC 
FEES FOR ZONING AND PLAN- 
NING SHALL BE HEREAFTER 
FIXED FROM TIME TO TIME BY 
THE COUNCIL IN THE FORM OF 
A RESOLUTION. 

The City Council of the City of 
Upland does ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section 9110.115-C of 
the Upland Municipal Code is 
amended to read as follows: 

C. Filing Fees. When the 
application for a variance is. filed 
with the Planning Commission, a 
uniform fee as specified by 
resolution of the City Council shall 
be paid for the purpose of defraying 
the expense of postage, posting. 
advertising, and other costs of labor 
and materials incidental to the 
proceedings. 

SECTION 2. Section 9110.116-B of 
the Upland Municipal Code is 
amended to read as follows: 

B. Filing Fees. When an 
amendment or zone change 
proceedings is initiated by petition, 
a uniform fee as specified by 
resolution of the City Council shall 
be paid for the purpose of defraying 
the expense of postage, posting, 
advertising, and other costs of labor 
and materials incidental to the 
proceedings. 

SECTION 3. Section 9110.117-D of 
the Upland Municipal Code is 
amended to read as follows: 

D. Filing Fees. When the 
application for a Conditional Use 
Permit is filed with the Planning 
Commission a uniform fee as 
specified by resolution of the City 
Council shail be paid for the purpose 
of detraying the expense of postage, 
posting, advertising, and other 
costs of labor and materials 
incidental to the proceedings; 
provided, however, that no fee shall 
be required tor an application 
involving a use of the sort provided 
for in Section 9110.117-C(2). 

SECTION 4. Section 9110.115-H of 
the Upland Municipal Code is 
amended by the addition of a 
subsection (6) to read as follows: 

(6) When a written appeal is filed 
with the City Council a uniform fee 
as specified by resolution of the City 
Council shall be paid for the purpose 
of defraying the expense of postage, 
posting, advertising, and other 
costs of labor and materials 
incidental to the proceedings. 

SECTION 5. Section 9110.119 of 
the Upland Municipal Code is 
amended by the addition of a 
subsection ‘‘E”’ to read as follows: 

E. Fees. When the application for 
an Administrative Determination 
or Sign Review is filed a uniform 
fee as specified by resolution of the 
City Council shall be paid for the 
purpose of defraying the expense of 
labor and materials incidental to its 
processing. 

SECTION 6. Section 9110.129 of 
the Upland Municipal Code is 
amended by the addition of a 
subsection ‘‘K’’ to read as follows: 

K. Fees. When the application for 
an Architectural Commission 
Review ot a site plan, landscaping 
plan, floor plan, elevation, 
schematic plan or any other plan or 
sign is filed, a uniform fee as 
specitied by resolution of the City 
Council shall be paid for the purpose 
of detraying the expense of labor 
and materials incidental to its 
processing. 

SECTION 7. This Ordinance shall 
be signed by the Mayor, attested by 
the City Clerk and published in the 
Upland News in pursuance to the 
requirements of the California 
Government Code.
